The former president was aroused | 


to a fighting mood by the news which 
reached him today over his private 
wires from Chicago. He denounced 
with all the emphasis he could com- 
mand the action of the national com- 
mittee in deciding the contests for 
seats in the national convention from 
Kentucky, Arizona and California. He 
declared that the 37 Taft supporters 
on the national committee “have 
shown their profound and abiding dis- 
loyalty to the party which in theory 
they represent, and which in practice 
they have betrayed.” 
“Stolen Goods for Taft.” 

_ He said that of the thirty-seven na- 
tional committeemen who have 
“robbed the republicans of California 
of two of their delegates and have 
presented the stolen goods to Mr, Taft, 
there is just one man who is entitled 
to speak for the republicans of his 
state.” 

The colone] expressed the 
that the national convention would not 
ratify the seating of the delegates 
from California. 

“What do you think the twenty-four 
Roosevelt delegates already seated 
from California will do if the con- 
VYention declines to admit the other?” 
Colonel Roosevelt was ‘asked. 

“I ‘am not going to try to say what 
they wil! do,’ he replied. “I am not 
making any prophecies.” 

Colonel Roosevelt declined to com- 
ment upon the statement of William 
Flinn, of Pittsburg, and er Roose- 
vYelt supporters, that ise lenars of 
the electora) college from several 
publican states Which have been car- 
ried by Roosevelt at the primartes 
would cast their votes for him in case 
President Taft is renominated. 

Will Reosevelt Go to Chicaget? 

When he was asked if he had decid- 
ed whether he would go to Chicazgo, 
Colonel Roosevelt replied smilingly: 

“I'm not going in the next half hour 
anyway. I can assure you that this is 
mot a disguise,’ as he pointed to him-’ 
self, “and that my real self is on the 
way to Chicago.” 

Colonel Roosevelt's statement in part 
follows: 

“In Arizona the case turned on the 
single county of Maricopa. The coun- 
ty committee of that county had the 
option of selecting delegates to the 
state convention or of calling a  ,pri- 
mary to give the people the right to 
vote. Ata meeting of the county com- 
mittee all the Roosevelt men, joined 
by two of the Taft men, ordered a pri- 
mary to be held throughout the coun- 
ty.

No’‘one who has not seen it, who has 
not gone over the ground step by step, 
can have any ‘adequate idea of the 
gigantic $,000,000 development now in 
progress here, with promise of comple- 
tion in six more months. 

Tallulah Falls is going to Atlanta 
upon steel towers 70 feet high, bearing 
six huge-copper wires through witich 
will pass as many high tension elec- 
tric currents which will be modified or 
“stepped down,” as the vernacular 
goes, upon arrival there, to working 
or wheel-turning basis, with a force 
of 90,000 horse-powef., 

Here is a development. that,is going 
to practically double Atlanta’s manu. 
facturing capacity, and at power rates 
cheaper than any in the south and as 
low as any in the United States. 

With a maximum rate of 4%, cents 
and a minimum of % of a cent per 
kilowatt hour, Atlanta will, unques- 
tionably, cut a wide swath in manu- 
facturing competition as soon as this 
current is turned on.

The Contests Settled. , 

The contests settled today in favor 
of President Taft were: 

Arizona, delegates-at-lafge, 6; Cali- 
fornia, fourth district, 2: Louisiana, 
delegates-at-large, 6; first, second, 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh dis- 
tricts, 14; gMichigan, delegates-at- 
large, 6: Mississippi, delegates-at- 
large, 4 first district, 2. Total, 40. 

Pearl Wight, national committee 
man from Louisiana, and the Roose- 
velt leader there, lost in his fight to 
seat the Roosevelt delegates from that 
state. An effort was made by Com- 
mitteeman Harry S. New to end the 
long-standing differences among Lou- 
isiana republicans by officially recog- 
nizing the Louisel faction, now control- 
ling the state republican organization 
there, but Mr. Wight headed off such 
action. 

Roosevelt Loses Michigan. 

Governor Chase 8S. Osborne, of Mich- 
igan, and his Roosevelt delegates-at- 
large were unseated by the decision 
of the Michigan case for Taft.

Samuel J. Elder, a Boston attorney, 
opened the arguments for the Taft 
forces. He saig that as no primary 
when the Arizona 
state cormmittee called the state con- 
vention to be held June 3, dou.t existed 
as to how the delegates should be se- 
lected. The state committee decided 
to leave the selection of delegates to 
the county committees. 

“Only one protest was presented 
when the state convention met two 
days before the convention,’’ said Mr. 
Elder. “At the convention at Tucson 
all contestants received tickets. Chair- 
man J. L. Hubbell stated that every 
one claiming to be a delegate could 
be heard when someone protested 
against the reading of a roll call made 
up by the’ committee. 

“The man who objecteg to the roll 
call was a Roosevelt man who was not 
recognized as a delegate on the tem- 
porary roll. 

“Then apparently by a pre-concelved 
Plan the Roosevelt’ men rushed for the 
platform and there came a scene of

FOR REPUBLICAN PLATFORM 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 12.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt annouhced this after- 
noon, through’ Judge Ben B. Lindsey, 
of Denver, that he is in favor of wom- 
an suffrage in this country, and that 
the platform which he will submit to 
the Chicago convention wil) contain 
an unequivocal declaration to that 
effect. 

Judge Lindsey spent two hours with 
Colonel Roosevelt today. The object 
of his visit was primarily to persuade 
the colonel to announce that he was 
in favor of woman suffrage.

Fron 1900 to 1912 the republican 
party in Louisiana has vanished under 
the white regime, declared Vance. 

“Can this republican party go to the 
country this year carrying the burden 
lily whiteism and appeal to my people 
in the great states of the north?” the 
negro attorney demanded. 


Taft Delegates Seated. 


The committee, by a vote of 48 to 2, 
voted to seat the six Loisel-Taft dele- 
gates-at-large. Mr. Wight then with- 
drew contests in the first, second, sixth 
anc seventh districts and the commit- 
tee took up the Louisiana contests in 
the third, fourth and fifth districts. 

In the third district both delegates 
were for Taft, the contest agains being 
one of local poiitics. E. T. Miller, for 
the Williams faction, asked a delay 
until certain papers arrived. The de- 
lay was refused. The case involved a 
split over control of the district con- 
VYention and the delegates appearing 
represented the Rodriguez and Loisel 
factions. 

After voting to seat the Rodriguez 
delegates in the third Louisiana dis- 
trict the committee argued briefly the; 
fourth Louisiana district contest, in 
which there were again three factions, 
two delegations for Taft and one dele- 
gation for Roosevelt. Cecil Lyon mov- 
ed that the two contesting Rooseveit 
delegates be seatéd. This was defeated 
without a roll call and the Loisel-Taft 
delegates seated, 

The contest from the fifth Louisiana 
district, again involving three factions, 
was then taken up. Arguments were 
briefly submitted by J. I. Rogers, for 
the Roosevelt delegation, and C. S&S. 
Hebert, for the Losiel, or “black and 
tan’’ Taft faction. 

The fifth Louisiana district went like 
the others, completing the contests of 
the state. In this uistrict W. T. Ins- 
ley, one of the delegates, was chosen 
by both the Lotsel ang Kuntz factions. 
Fhe Williams faction withdrew their 
contestants. F. B, Kellogg .moved to 
seat J. W. Green, the contesting Kuntz 
faction delegate. This was defeated. 

F. H. Cook, the other Loisel faction 
delegate, was then seated, giving 
President Taft the two delegates. 

An attempt to settle the Louisiana 
muddle by officially» recognizing the 
state committee, headeq by 
Victor Loisel, with its subordinate dis- 
trict committee, was made by Harry 8. 
New, of Indiana. Pearl Wight, of 
Louisiana, objected to action on the 
motion and it was withdrawn. 

The Fight for Michigan, 

The Michigan contest, involving six 
delegates-at-large from that state, was 
then taken up by the committee. The 
list of contesting Roosevelt delegates

George L. Record, for Roosevelt, said 
there had been two conventions in 
Bay City and that the state commit- 
tee had taken upon itself the decision 
as to what county delegates should 
go on the temporary rol] of the state 
convention.

William D. Gordon, one of the 
Roosevelt contesting delegates, de- 
clared the Taft people in Michigan 
had “tried to roll a ‘steal roller,’ not a 
steam rollen’ over us.” He said 
Michigan counties had sent a majority 
of Roosevelt iad to the sta&te 
convention at Bay City, but that the 
‘infernal machine organized there by 
the Taft men,” had thrown out 112 
uncontested Roosevelt delegates with- 
out-letting them into the hall. 

The turbulent scenes that attended 
the Bay City convention, where the 
troops were called out by Governor 
Osborn, were reviewed by Mr. Gordon, 
who declared he had been struck and 
knocked off the platform by the “Taft 
press agent in Michigan” after being 
recognized by Chairman Frank Knox 
to address the convention. 

Roosevelt uncontested delegates 
holding tickets signed by Chairman 
Knox were kept out of the hall by the

“If you had secured Wayne county 
you would have controlled the state 
convention?’ asked the governor. 

“Yes, by a good majority,” was the 
reply. 

Paul H. King, secretary of the repub- 
Aican state central committee, speak- 
ing for the Taft delegates-at-large, 
said he issued the call for the meet- 
ing of the republican state central 
committee at which the Roosevelt men 
charge the temporary roll of the con- 
vention was improperly made up. 


The Removal of Newberry. 


King said that Chairman Frank 
Knox, a Roosevelt man, deciined to 
call the committee together ond a ma- 
jcrity of the committee had acted wilh- 
out him. He insisted that the tempo- 
rary roll hag been properly made. 

King declared that the removal of 
Truman H. Newberry, who had been 
slated for temporary chairman, and the 
substitution of another chairmon, wag 
authorized by the state committee. 

“Mr. Newberry, who was formerly 
assistant secretary of the navy, was 
very active in the Roosevelt cam- 
paign,” said Mr. King. “The commit- 
tee decided another chairman should 
be elected after Mr. Newberry made 
public statements that he would not 
give any roll calls, that he would de- 
cide all questions by viva voce vote 
and he admitted his personal inclin1- 
tions might influence his judgment.’ 

‘He made such statements to me,” 
said former Representative G. J, Die- 
kema, of Michigan, who was sitting 
in the national committee on a proxy. 

Mr. King told Governor Stubbs that 
he made every effort to get proper 
tickets to all delegates. 

“The Roosevelt attorneys have talk- 
ed about a ‘steam roller’ and a ‘steal 
roller,’”’’ said Alexander Grosbeck, an- 
Other representative delegate. “Thay 
used in Michigan the same thing thay 
are trying to use here, a hot air 
roller.’’ 

Mr. Grosbeck denied that the Roose- 
velt men controlled the Wayne county 
convention averring that in it were 
212 Taft men and 30 Roosevelt men.

These contests included the seats of 
the four delegates-at-large and two 
delegates each from the first, second, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
districts. 

National Committeeman L. B. Mose- 

ly headed the Taft delegation, whicn 
in this case appeared as the contest- 
ants because the Roosevelt delega- 
tion had first fild its credentials. 
The Mississippi state convention was 
turbulent session, out of which two 
conventions were formed. The Taft 
men declared theirs the legal and 
“regular” convention, W. J. Legham 
and F. V. Brown presented affidavits 
from police officers at Jackson and 
other persons to show that the Taft 
republicans had tried to run a peace- 
able and orderly convention. 

After the convention divided Latham 
said the Taft men did not try to put 
the Roosevelt men out or intimidate 
them.

national committee and talk of crea- 
tion of a third party was freely in- 
dulged in. 

Newspapers supporting the “pro- 
gressive” wing of the republican party 
greeted the delegation with editorials 
urging them to support a third party 
movement if Roosevelt should not be 
nominated, and the resolutions pledg- 
ed the delegates “to g0 the limit” 
against “those who are putting 
throug}, the anti-Roosevelt progranr? at 
Chicago.” 

A mass meeting to protest against 
the “outrageous tactics’ of the na- 
tional committee wag held at the de- 
pot here. 

The resolution says: 

“We condemn as a betrayal of trust, 
a violation of precepts of decency and 
honor and as an intentional assault 
upon tne integrity of the republican 
party the outrageous conduct of the 
republican national committee and the 
discredited repudiated bosses now dic- 
tating and controlling that committee 
whereby delegates chosen by the peo- 
ple of. their respective stateg in the 
interest of Theodore Roosevelt are 
being denied seats in said convention 
while their places are given to ‘hand- 
picked’ machine puppets chosen. by the 
bosses in the interests of William H. 


Taft. 

“We denounce the acquiescence of 
President Taft in the program of the 
political larceny now being carried 
out. 

“We call on the members of the

In reaching the ninth dorsal verte- 
bra in their operation, the surgeons 
removed the posterioric arch of the 
ninth dorsal and spinal process and 
laminis of the seventh and eighth dor- 
sal Wertebrae. The spinal canal was 
examined rigidly, but no laceration of 
the spinal «ord was discovered. 

Grace had been expecting the op- 
eration for several days, and was hap- 
py this morning over the announce- 
ment that it would be performed in 
the afternoon. Perilous as was the 
undertaking, he showed no signs of 


fear, and exhibited great interest in 
the efforts of the surgeons as they 
prepared to administer the anesthetic. 
Upon regaining consciousness he rea- 
lized that the incision had been per- 
formed. 

Glancing toward Dr. Bailey, he asked 
in an anxious voice if he thought 
“things had gone all right.” The 
physician smilingly assured Grace that 
the attempt was successful and that re- 
covery was expected. From that mo- 
ment the sick man’s condition rose to 
a surprising degree, and although a 
relapse is feared, his physicians are 
Pleased with his condition. 


Good Chance for Recovery. 


Dr. W. A, Turner saig at 9 o'clock 
tonight: 

“It is altogether probable that Grace 
will recover the use of his lower limbs: 
however the recovery will be gradual 
and the time’*in which it will occur is 
indefinite. There is also a great pos- 
sibility of his remaining paralyzed 
forever. That condition would be ac- 
counted for by the duration of paralysis 
before the performance of the opera- 
tion. The bullet could not be reached 
from the route we took in the incision. 
To have made it from the opposite side, 
though, woulq have necessitateg the 
removal of a rib, and the resultant 
shock probably would have meant in- 
stant death. The operation was suc- 
cessful, although we did not remove 
the bullet, as we intended. The pres- 
sure was lessened and I am of the 
opinion that this will bring the de- 
sireq results.” 

Asked if he thought Grace would 
survive the operation, Dr. Bailey said: 

“I believe he will, judging from his 
present condition. There are great 
chances for a relapse, though, ang that 
Or an unexpecteg complication might 
render his recovery impossible. The 
operation was a dangerous one and a 
constant watch will be kept over him 
unti] he reaches safety.” 


‘ Bulletin on Condition. 


The following bulletin was issued to 
The Constitution at 10 o'clock by Drs.

Electors Friendly to Col, Roose- 
velt Wit Not Vole for 
the President 


Chicago, June 12.—Recourse to the 
Roosevelt men who have been selected 
as presidential electors is the announc- 
ed plan of William Flinn, of Pittsburg, 
should the.convention nominate Presi- 
dent Taft. The Roosevelt leader made 
this statement today in avigorous at- 
tack on the national committee, in 
which he declared that such a move, 
while it might defeat the republican 
nominee for president, would save the 
party in the big republican states. 

His position was indorsed by Gov- 
ernor Glasscock, of West Virginia, who 
declared that all the West Virginia 
republican electors are for Roosevelt, 
and would vote for him in the electoral 
college, regardless of the action of 
the convention. nx 

Says Taft Forces Won't Dare. 

Senator Dixon listened to Mr. Flinn 
and Governor Glasscock, and sald: 

“I don't think there will be any need 
for such action. The Taft forces will 
not dare to steal the nomination.” 

“We are not going to allow the na- 
tional committee to destroy the repub- 
lican party in Pennsylvania,” said Mr. 
Flinn. “We propose to protect our- 
selves at home. Thirty of the thirty- 
eight. presidential electors are 
Roosevelt, and if they are elected and 
the nomination is stolen and given to 
President Taft thirty will vote in the 
electoral college for Roosevelt. 

“We don’t propose to allow dele- 
gates from tne southern states and the 


*dential nomination to the’great repub- 
lican states. The time has come when 
political rebellion is necessary for 
self-protection of the republican states, 
Under this plan no bolt will be neces- 
sary. It would result, perhaps, in los- 
ing a republican president, but would 
win locally. 


“In our state the entire list of pres- | 


idential electors is for Colonel Roose- 
velt, and will vote for him,” said Gov- 
ernor Glasscock. 

“Ther® is no law to prevent it. The 
people vote for the electors and not 
for the president.”

New York, June 12,—Some hereto- 
fore unwritten history of how J. P. 
Morgan helped stem the panic of 1907 
by supplying $25,000,000 at a crucial 
time was dramatically told on the wit- 
ness stang today by R. H. Thomas, 
president of the stock exchange at that 
time, testifying before the Pujo com- 
mittee investigating the so-called 
money trust.

On the- Children of the Confederacy 
rests the honor of upholding the he-

Childers betrayed no emotion what- 
ever when the verdict was announced 
at 5 o'clock, but with members of his 
family present, pressed forward and 
shook hands with the jurymen, thank- 
ing them for the consideration extend- 
ed. 

The verdict frees Childers, while the 
tragic death of his wife in August 
last at their home in Smithville, a 
crime which shocked the state, re- 
mains today an unsolved mystery. The 
evidence adduced at the three trials 
of Childers was wholly an entirely cir- 
cumstantial. 

It is a remarkable fact that the par- 
ents and other relatives of the de- 
ceased Mrs. Childers have steadfastly 
stuck to Childers, believing firmly in 
his innocence.

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DEADLOCK COMES | 
ON RECIPROCITY 


Senate Wants to Repeal the 
Pact, But the House 
Objects. 


Washington, June 12.—A deadlock 
between both houses of congress over 
the senate’s proposal to repeal the Ca- 
nadian reciprocity, law was foreshad- 
owed when the senate today, by a vote 
of 33 to 27, refused to recede from its 
amendment to the iron and steel re- 
vision bill, embodying the repeal pro- 
vision. 

Senator Simmons made the motion 


that the senate recede from its amend-’ 


ment and provoked a «lively debate, 
which ended with the senate’s decision 
to stand on its action. Mr. Simmons 
and Senators Penrose and Lodge were 
named as conferees to meet represent- 
atives of the house. The house already 
had accepted all the senate’s amend- 
ments to the metal bill, with the ex- 
ception of the one to repeal the reci- 
procity act. 

Senator Johnson, of Maine, who had 
previously voted for the amendment, 
announced his decision to change his 
vote because he said he was satisfied 
it had been introduced for political 
purposes. 

Senator Gronna, the original propos- 
er of the repeal amendment, disavowed 
any bad faith, and read a letter from 
a constituent, who wrote that ‘“Presi- 


dent Taft had killed nimself politically 
by negotiating the greaty,” and that he 

“had been requested to support Champ 
Clark, but found it difficult to do so, 
in view of the fact that he (Clark) 
was not only for reciprocity, but for 
annexation of all outdoors,” 

Some of the writer's references to 
President Taft were so personal that 
Senators Gallinger and Heyburn ob- 
jected to their reproduction in the 
record. One of the sentences objected 
to was to the effect that the president 
“had fixed congress for reciprocity.”

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A USELESS COURT TO THE DISCARD. 

Both branches of*congress have’ now gone on record as favor- 
ing the abolition of the new commerce court. Only the signature 
of President Taft is needed to complete the wiping out of a tribunal 
that has proved itself superfluous and dangerous, and that by its 
stupid operations has increased the misgiving with which the peo- 
ple here and there regard various courts. 

i There is an ex cathedra story to the effect that Mr. Taft will 
veto the abolition measure, since the commerce court is a pet idea 
of his, and he will not take kindly to its elimination. The Constitu- 
tion places small credence in the report. 

The president has, in the first place, too good a judicial mind 
tc have missed the lesson of the commerce court’s menace and futil- 
ity, as driven home by its conduct and the latest supreme court de- 
cision. His. approval of its extermination need not mean stultifica- 
tion, since no human judgment is infallible and many opinions, ex- 
cellent in theory, go to pieces under the test of actual practice. 
There is the additional fact that the vote for the court’s abolition is 
a non-partisan one, which should influence the president. The na- 
tion-wide demand for its disintegration should prove another con- 
trolling factor. ; 

Rate laws and their administration in this country are admuit- 
tedly defective. We have gone fast and far in the past few decades 
and-our system of management has not kept pace with our progress. 
There will be need for revision of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s functions, possibly even radical changes in their nature and 


scope. But the commerce court is not a help toward the univer- 


sally-prayed-for simplification. It has, on the contrary, complicated | 


a situation already tolerably intricate. 
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THE SOUTH THE CHIEF GAINER. 


Among the most~ statesmanlike appreciations of the ultimate 
value of the Panama canal yet uttered comes from John Sharp 
Williams, United States senator from Mississippi. Senator Wil- 
liams is a notable student and has made a specialty of the isthmian 
waterway. Referring to it in a recent interview with the Washing- 
ton correspondent of The Constitution, he characterized the canal 


as a “world-helper” and said further: 


While I do not look for any marvelous returns on the investment at any 
time in the near future, belleving that the advantages will accrue more in 
sentiment than substance, yet the accomplished fact will everywhere on the 
globe “speed the plow,”’ as did the discovery of America with the imaginations 
of all the old world radiant with visions of vast treasures to be found. 


We agree with the senator’s estimate of the sentimental effect 
of the canal in stimulating world-endeavor, but are inclined to be- 
lieve that on the substantial side its influence will be more quickly 
manifest than conceded in his appraisal. Our South American and 
Oriental trade relations, for example, wait only the quickening im- 
pulse of the direct route afforded by the canal to mount into propor- 
tions much larger than at present recorded. 

It will, moreover, be the south that principally benefits from 
the completion of the big ditch. In this section there are already 
laid the foundations for great industrial enterprises that will speed- 
ily expand their export facilities with the outlet afforded by the 
lessening of the distance between the west coast of South America, 
the Far East and cheaper transportation to the west coast of our 
own country. As evidence that the south appreciates the situation 
is the fact that everywhere southern commercial bodies are urging 
their respective communities to prepare for the opportunities soon to 
be opened to them. 
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THE PENALTY OF THE PIONEER. 


In every phase of history, in every field of endeaver the pioneer 
has paid, and paid heavily, for the progress that has walked with 
the race. The principle is tragically illustrated in the latest aero- 
plane casualty, near Washington city, which resulted in the deaths 
of Lieutenant Leighton W. Hazelhurst, of the United States army, 
and Alfred L. Welch, a professional aviator. The calamity will ap- 


— 


peal especially to the sympathies of Georgians, since Hazelhurst was 


a Georgian and attached to the Seventeenth Infantry, now stationed 
at Fort McPherson. 

It is a singular coincidence that the government testing grounds 
near the capital should have furnished the setting for two aeroplane 
fatalities almost identical in nature. Several years ago, it will be 
remembered, before heavier-than-air had reached even its present 
advanced stage, Orville Wright and an army officer plunged from 
a machine near Fort Myer, the officer losing his life and Wright 
being incapacitated for several weeks. As in the former accident, 
the Hazelhurst-Welch drama occurred within a short distance of the 
ground, only 75 feet intervening between the darting machine and 
the earth. 

_There'is doubt if any one field of scientific exploration has fur- 
nished: so many deaths in so short a period as that of aviation. The 
perfecting of-the automobile, as well as auto races, have many 
charged up to, their credit, but the percentage does not relatively 
approach that recorded by air-flight. It 1s as though fate, in ironic 
mood, is'minded to eXact of humanity the largest price for its most 
daring attempt—that involved in the conquest of the atmosphere. 
Other victims will be demanded and others still will cheerfully vol- 
unteer for their places. That is ever the way of thé sons of men, 
a fact in which we may take pride, though it be tinged with sadness. 
Ultimately, success and safety will attend the navigation of the air. 
No one who has marked the indomitable quality in human courage 
may doubt that fact. 

Upon that day when transportation by aeroplane shall be as 
commonplace as by the rail, history will record its obligation to 
the long roll of those who went prematurely to death that human- 
ity might write itself yet unconquered and unconquerable. 
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ALDERMAN EVERETT’S SUGGESTION.

Tenn., June 12.—That the 
present yield of cotton seed is not 
keeping pace with the demand for its 
products was declared by J. C. New- 
berry, of Gonzales, Texas, president 
of the National Association of Oi!

ROCKED BY QUAKE 


Shocks Described As Most 
Distinct Since Famous 
Earthquake of 1886. 


Augusta, Ga. June 12.—At 5:30 
o'clock this morning thousands of Au- 
gustans were awakened by three dis- 
tinct earthquake shocks which came 
in rapid succession. The shocks were 
about 15 seconds in duration each and 
before the effect of one shock had 
died @way another came. On the Sand 
Hills, over 300 feet above Augusta and 
in a fashionable residence section, the 
shocks were felt more distinctly than 
down town. 

There was considerable alarm felt 
among the negroes and many of them 
became prayerful believing that the 
millennium was about to come 
The shocks are said to have been the 
most distinct since the earthquake 
of 1886, which shook Charleston, 8. C., 
so badly. 


Felt at Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., June 12.—Half a hun- 
dred Savannahians have reported to 
the local weather bureau that they 
felt a distinct earthquake shock at 
5:30 o'clock this morning. The vibra- 
east and west.

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TO SAVE TIGERS 


Block Prosecution by Sending 
Witnesses Away, 


A confession made by Henry, alias 
“Hinky” Parks, a noted whisky ped- 
dler and protege of the notorious Dan, 
Shaw, reputed “king of blind tigers,” | 
ha’ started Chief N. A. Lanford, of the 
detective bureau, on:an investigation 
of what seems a cleverly concocted 
conspiracy to bribe and rallroad wit- 
nesses out of the state to prevent 
them from testifying in liquor cases. 

The probe, started several weeks 
ago, has resulted in the arrest of: 
Parks, in Jacksonville, Fla., and the 
conviction of Dan Shaw on a charge | 
of contempt for having spirited the! 
witness from the state. The probe 
will likely involve a young Atlanta 
lawyer, who its said to have furnished 
the money with which Parks made his 
flight. Shaw was tried before Judge 
N. A, Broyles Wednesday afternoon, 
and on the strength of the confession 
of Parks that Shaw furnished him 
with money for traveling expenses and 
# check for $100 to pay a fine, the 
accused was fined $50 and costs. 

Detectives Handicapped. 

“The detectives are handicapped In 
many liquor prosecutions’ because of 
reluctance of witnesses to testify, and | 
when a witness its spirited away from 
the state It becomes a hard matter to 
make a case,”’ said Chief Lanford. 
“Parks was one of the chief witnesses 
against Shaw, and his testimony was 
essential. Yes, we propose to put a 
stop to the practice.” 

The admission Parks made op the 
witness stand before Recorder Broyles 
Wednesday afternoon startled the 
court and attorneys. He told the court 
that he was in jail serving a three- 
months sentence on two cases of sell- 
ing liquor, and one case for contempt, 
when Shaw came to him with the 
proposition that he “light out,” or dis- 
appear. 

“They told me that the $100 fine 
would be paid and that I would have 
my railroad expenses when I got ready 
to leave,” Parks explained. “I took 
them up on the proposition and agreed 
to leave the city. They gave me the 
money for my railroad ticket and a 
cheek for $100. The check was turned 
down at the bank, but I decided to 
leave rather than spend any more time 
in jail.” 


J 


Lawyer Ia Involved. 

Parks charged that Shaw made the 
proposition first to a lawyer and that 
the lawyer carried him the message 
to jail. The witness mentioned the 
name of the lawyer after court ad- 
journed. He is well Known around 
the crimina! courts and has appeared 
in a number of liquor cases. 

Shaw denied the accusation Parks 
made against him. He declared that if 
Parks left the city he went of his 
own volition and that if money was 
supplied for his getaway it was not 
oug of his pocket. 

The fugitive Parks was located 
through the detective department at 
Jacksonville, Fla. and was brought 
back at the expense of his bondsman. 
He has several more cases pending 
for violating the prohibition statutes 
and wil] be held in jail until the trials. 

A writ of certiorari! was filed by At- 
torney Jo®n Boykin who was recently 
retained to defend Shaw and who ap- 
peared in his defense before the po- 
lice court Wednesday. 


WOMEN KISSED 
JURY MEMBERS 


Hendersonville, N. C.., June 12.—All 
defendants tn the Myrtle Hawkins case 
were today declared not guilty by the 
jury which has been sitting through 


the three long weeks of the trial, and 
were ordered released by the court 
The verdict of the jury was rendered 
about 11:30 o'clock today. 

The case went to the jury last night 
about 8 o'clock, and they considered it 
until midnight. It is reported that 
they took four ballots before retiring 
for the night and that two were gecret 
ballots and two by rising vote. It is 
stated that none of the jurors was for 
first degree murder, although several 
are said to have held out for second- 
degree murder at first. The cause of 
their change of opinion, according to 
one of the jurors, was the fact that it 
had not been definitely proven that 
the body found in the lake was that 
of Myrtle Hawkins. 

There was 4 wild scene in the crowd- 
ed courtroom when the verdict was 
announced. The jury had sent word at 
19 o'clock that it was ready to report. 
Judge Fouschee was sent for and he 
reached the courtroom about 11 o'clock. 

The defendants stood up, one at a 
time, and Judge Fouschee asked the 
jury as to the verdict in the case of 
each one. In every instance the an- 
swer was “not guilty.” Mrs, McCall, 
when the verdict was announced, 
rushed to the foreman of the jury, 
threw her arms around his neck and 
kissed him. Mrs. Shaft jumped up 
and down and screamed. .Hats were 
thrown in the air and handkerchiefs 
waved by friends of the defendants, 
Order was finally restored, and Judge 
Fouschee ordered all the defendants 
released. 

The release of George Bradley, Boney 
Bradley, A. B. McCall, Beatrice McCall, 
Dan McCall, Lizzie Shaft and Nora 
Britt puts the’ situation back where it 
started with the finding of the body, 
and sends the question “Who killed 
Myrtle Hawkins?’ down among the 
unsolved mysteries of the age.

The sum and substance of the dam- 
age done to nature is only this: In 
extreme Gry weather there will be n9 
water in Tallulah gorge to pass over 
the larger falls. From the middle of 
July until October these dry spells are 
likely to come along; for the rest of 
the year water will continue to flow 
wver the falls, though not In so great 
volume as at present. 

This has been absolutely calculated 
by the engineers who have figured the 
capacity of the Tallvlah river day in 
and day out. 

This is all there is to it. Tallulah 
gorge is atill here in al] its wild and 
majestic beauty, and so it will re- 
main. “ 

A Second Toxaway. 

In return, as it were, for what is 

taken, there will be given a mountain 


lake a mile long, filling the upper por- 
tion of the gorge and stocked with 
many varieties of fish. 

It will be a second and surpassing 
Towaway, which now claims more 
summer tourists than Tallulah Falls. 

Already land-owners .are, subdividing 
and preparing to sel] to cit yresidents 
summer home sites upon the borders 
ef this coming lake. 

There has been no denuding of the 
forests except upon the hillsides of 
the portion of the gorge that will be 
converted into a lake.

Beginning at the Top. 
beginning of this fives-million- 
project, upon cvhich 1,000 work- 
now employed, is some 8 or 
above Tallulah. There, by 
means of a dam 90 feet high and 
feet long, will be constructed a 
gantic reservoir, an inland mountain 
lake nearly 10 miles long and a mile 
in width—almost a little sea among 
the peaks. 

Here the reserve waters wiil,be held 
against long drought, to Keep ‘the big 
turbines, 10 below, in constant 
motion; and too, wil] be Dbullt a 
small plant of 7,000-horse power, 
using part of the water which will 
pass on and again do its work in the 
bie plant.

A Wenderful Engineering Feat. 


under ground, or rather undér rock, 
until the power house is reached. 

About halg way the height of the 
dam completed, is the entrance to the 
tunnel, cut through sotid rock, which 
wil] carry the water direct to the 
power house. 

This tunne! ig a remarkable engi- 
neering feat, Drills driven by air pres- 
sure from three immense’ pumps, with 
a force of 110 pounds to the square 
inch, have made the holeg into which 
giant powder has been placed to blast 
the rock away. 

Fourteen feet in height and 12 
in width, this tunnel has been cut for 
a distance of 6,700 feet, through hard 
rock a hundred feet belw the surface 
of the ground. ; 

Begun in four different places, the 
measurements were so accurate that 
the approaching shafts exactly met; 
two of these shafts came together on 
a curve.nearly half a mile in length 
with a variation of only one-eighth of 
an inch. 

Imagine two sets of men, each satart- 
ing to dig a hole through solid rock, 
half a mile or more apart, and ing 
together with a variation so small as 
not to detract from ..ccuracy! 

Like the Simplon in the Alps. 

The work here recalied that of t.ie 
famous Simplon tunnel in the Alps 15 
miles in length. Here the two sets 
of workmen. missed coming together 
by 4 feet, a deviation which is said 
to have been due to the difference in 
temperature of the rock through which 
{they blasted the way. 

Into thig tunnel the water from the 
lake wil) pour in volume in accord 
with .the needs at the power plant, 
varving from 450 to 1,300 cubic feet 
per second, while the tunnel capacity 
is 2,000 cubie feet per second. 

The water is thus carried under 
ground to the “forebay” or .surge tank 
at the top of the gorge, a mile and a 
quarter distant from the lake. This 
surge tank is a sort of “backstop” to 
} catch the kick-back when the water 
‘drops 600 feet vertically through six 
‘huge pipes against the turbine wheels.

Building Raflroad and Broidzges. 

Coming down toward Tallulah, 
reaches first the head waters’of the 
lower lake, at “Sawtooth” falls, which 
remain undisturbed.

While the Tallulah Falls power plant 
is, perhaps, the biggest develobDment 
of the kind in the south, it is only one 
of the several important water poweTs 
which are owned by the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power Company, and which, 
ultimately, will be develope® afford- 
ing in the aggregate something like 
250,000 horse power to be distributed 
in Atlanta and other cities and towns 
ir the morthern section of the state, to 
take the place of many million tong of 
coal. - 

This development will come later. 
For the present Tallulah Falls, the 
largest of these powers, will furnish 
all and more, perhaps, than is needed 
for-several years to come. 

The magnitude of the work at Tallu- 
lah fallg is one of the most impressive 
features about it. It must be seen

So Darrow Cried When Frank- 
lin Was Arrested, 


Alleged ‘That Attorney Dar- 
row Urged the State De- 
tective to Do What He 
Could and He Would Be 
Taken Care Of. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 12.—George 
L. Home, a city detective temporarily 
attached to the district attorney's of- 
fice, testified today on cross-examina- 
tion in the bribery trial of Clarence 
S. Darrow that he had been sent to 
arrest Bert Franklin on the morning 
of November 28, 1911; that he did not 
know the charge against Franklin and 
that when he saw George N, Lock- 
wood in the vicinity he thought the 
man alleged to have been bribed was 
an officer acting under the direction 
of the district attorney. 

Under cross-examination, Samuel L. 
Brown, chief of detectives in the dis- 
trict attorney’s office, told of a con- 
versation between himself and Darrow 
just after the arrest of Franklin, sub- 
sequent to the passage of the alleged 
bribe money to Lockwood. 

This Is Terrible. 
He testified that Darrow had 
him: 
“My God, Brown, this ts terrible. 
Do what you can for us and I will 
take care of you.” 

Attorney Rogers asked Brown if 
Darrow did not Know that Brown was 
the man who had uncovered the evi- 
dence which resulted in the indictment 
of Bryce, Caplan and Schmidt for the 
blowing upof The Times building and 
that he was the chief in the McNa- 
mara investigation. Brown said Dar- 
row did know. In this connection, 
Rogers heaped al! the credit for the 
discovery of The Times dynamiters on 
Brown. The latter and W. J. Burns 
are claimants for thousands of dol- 
lars reward offered for the arrest and 
conviction of the dynamiters. 

Heard Darrow Say Nothing. 

Brown also testified on cross-exami- 
nation that he had heard Darrow say 
nothing to Franklin when Brown ar- 
rested Franklin. Franklin had testi- 
fied that Darrow had approached him 
and said, “Bert. thev’re on to. us,” 
just as Brown stepped between them. 

A number of other points favorable 
to the defense were brought out cn 
Brown's examination, chief of which 
was Brown's assertion that he had not 
Seen White pass the money to Lock- 
wood and that the latter had his hands 
in his pockets as he approache
